AN IMPERATIVE DUTY 


Every man and woman in the Sedalia school district, and that includes 
all of the City of Sedalia, will be called upon to perform a solemn duty to­ 
morrow. 
It matters not who they may be nor what their circumstances in life, 
the duty is theirs just the same. 
Its importance, its imperative nature, its 
insistent demand can not be evaded by right thinking people if they would 
carry with them the satisfaction of fulfilling their civic obligations to the full. 
No one will deny the assertion that it is absolutely necessary that we 
should have a new high school building. 
We can not escape the fact that 
conditions in the school are such as to make it a 
crime 
against 
the 
children 
of 
the 
district 
should 
they be permitted to continue. 
The 
boys and girls now in attendance at the school are not being given a fair 
chance in obtaining the education to which they are entitled, and if this is true 
of them how desperately wicked it would be to condemn those that are to follow 
to infinitely worse conditions than even those now existing. . Every year the 
situation grows more desperate. 
With more than double the 
number 
of 
pupils than the building can care for a this time, making necessary but half a 
day in which they can attend, how mu?h more terrible will things be when 
there are still more boys and girls to care for. And their number is increasing 
every year. 
WTe all know that in giving these young people but half a day in the 
school room we are not fulfilling our obligations to them. We know we are tak­ 
ing from them something to which they are entitled and which we have no 
light, morally or legally to withold from them. 
It is their right to have this 
education. 
It is part of their heritage as American boys and girls, and that 
community that refuses to recognize that right and to provide the fullest means 
for its exercise is doing nothing more or less than robbing its children. Expedi­ 
ency has no place in this matter. 
It is purely a question of right and justice. 
Lack of education has ever been a handicap in the world. 
The posses­ 
sion of it has always meant much of the real joys of life that those without it 
could not obtain. 
But today more than ever before the young man or woman 
lacking a high school training is doomed, almost from the start, to absolute 
failure. They can not hope to make places for themselves in the world that 
will insure them comforts and conveniences and enjoyments that of right should 
be theirs. 
A high school education, or its equivalent, is practically a prerequis­ 
ite to employment in any of the callings carrying emoluments beyond a bare 
existence. In almost every line of worth-while endeavor—practically in all of 
them—at the very beginning young people with high school training are selected 
to fill vacancies. In the skilled crafts apprentices are taken from those who have 
had the benefits of the high school. Even/where this is the case and it is grow­ 
ing more universal day by day and year by year. Young women who may not 
seek employment find themselves sadly disqualified in their home lives and social 
associations if they have not this education. Young men with it seek wives who 
also possess it. And so the want of it brings distress and discomfort in every 
walk of life. 
These things bejng true—and none will gainsay them—have the men and 
women of Sedalia tlie right to refuse to provide a building so that all those 
who wish to have these necessary advantages 
shall 
receive 
them; 
not 
skimped, not restricted, not cut short by reason of half a day in school when a 
whole one is required,—but all that goes with four full years of full days of 
instruction, together with all the privileges for health and physical upbuilding 
that should go with them? 
Plainly put, therefore, the people of this school district are called upon 
to fulfill an obligation, serious and solemn and full of tremendous potentialities 
for the future. 
In their hands rests the 
weel 
or 
woe 
of thousands 
of 
¡Ays and girls, now here and to come. If they vote yes they will have done their 
part faithfully and well; if they vote no they will have struck a blow to the 
community from which it/will never recover, for although the mistake should 
in the future be remedied, there will always he those whose careers will have 
been blighted during the time the error flourished depriving them of the ad­ 
vantages that should have been theirs. 
Is there a man or woman in all this city that would do this thing? Reader, 
will you? Lets forget everything but our boys and girls and vote for them. Lets 
build the school. 
Scratch “Against the Loan” and let your ballot read “FOR THE LOAN,"’ 
then you will have done your full duty.

Lake villages were safe from attack 
and were handy for fishing, but they 
had some bad points. 
Th worst one was 
the 
risk? of 
burning. 
Fire was needed for cook­ 
ing and to keep the 
people warm. 
Bonfires wore piade 
both 
in 
the 
huts and on the platforms. 
Rocks and sand were doubtless 
placed at spots wdhere fires were to 
be built. 
Yet careful as lake-dwell­ 
ers .might be, accidents sometimes 
happened and fire bi^oke out in this 
place or that. 
There was plenty of w ater around, 
and we can almost see them jump­ 
ing into their rude boats, dipping up 
water in clay bowls and 
jars 
and 
passing these to persons on the plat­ 
form to throw upon the llames. 
These fire-figbts were 
sometimes 
losing affairs. Often the blaze swept 
over the whole village and buried 
it to ashes. 
The remains of dozens 
of villages, burned 
to the 
w ater's 
surface, have been found. 
Lake-dwellers stored 
grain, fruit 
and flax in their huts. 
We 
might 
never have known this if it had not 
been for the fires. 
Plant products 
usually rot quickly away, and only 
accidents preserve them. 
When the villages 
were 
burned 
down, much grain, flax 
and fruit 
caucht fire and dropped 
into

Burning on the outside -or char- 
rin g - 4kept those things from jottinc.

Pompeii, Italy, within a few days. 
It cost $3,700 and was made on the 
order of an orphan asylum in New 
York of which Caruso was a gener­ 
ous benefactor. 
The candle will he placed in the 
Church of Our Lady 
of 
Pompeii 
where Caruso last worshipped. It is 
expected to last eighteen centuries, 
burning at the suggestion of Cardin­ 
al Vanutti 24 hours on 
each 
All 
Souls Day, which occurs on Novem­ 
ber 2. It bears an inscription in Ital 
ian, meaning: "Offering to the Most 
Holy Mary of Pompeii in behalf of 
Enrico Caruso.” 
The candle Is of 
antique Greek design with 
Roman 
Renaissance relief. 
Four months 
were spent in making it.
